There  are  some  boys  ready  to  take 
a  cat  by  the  ear  and  tail  *&nd  pull  it 
apErt,  who'naturally  are  tough.  It. 
was  possible  for  a  tender  heart  to 
grow  hard,  of  which  there  was  an 
illustration  when  the  French  King 
could  look  from  his  palace  window 
and  witness  the  massacre  of  St. 
Bartholomew,  when  70,000  innocent 
men,  women  and  children  were  slain. 
Then  there  are  some  when  -  there  is 
sickness  at  home  who  are  so  loving 
and  so  tender  that  in  sympathy  they 
grow  thin  and  careworn. 

There  are  others  whose  cheeks  are 
full,  who  do  nothing  but  live  on  the 
wife's  earnings,  who  get  drunk  and 
come  home  and  beat  their  children.

This  is  what  Aldaco  F.  Walker,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  joint  committee  of  the  Trunk 
Line  and  Central  Traffic  associations, 
says  about  railroad  rates  in  The  Railway 
Age  and  Northwestern  Railroader:  "The 
fact  is — and  it  is  so  often  overlooked  that 
it  mast  bo  stated  strongly — the  ratemak- 
ing  power  of  a  railway  company  is  its 
highest  corporate  function.  It  is  a  char¬ 
ter  power.  Its  control  rests  ultimately 
in  the  state.  In  acta  of  incorporation 
this  power  is  universally  conferred  upon 
the  boards  of  directors — the  highest  seat 
of  corporate  authority.  It  should  have 
been  treated  with  seriousness  and  as  rep¬ 
resenting  the  most  important  duty  of  the 
several  boards.  But  instead  of  this  our 
country  has  been  treated  to  a  carnival  of 
rates — rates— rates.  Hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  tariffs  have  been  filed  in  Wash¬ 
ington  during  the  last  five  years.  The 
directors  of  every  corporation  have  prac¬ 
tically  abdicated  this  most  important 
duty  and  have  left  it  in  the  hands  of  sub¬ 
ordinates,  who  have  patiently  developed 
a  most  ingenious  confusion  through 
which  they  alone  are  competent  to  pick 
their  way."

Let  there  be 
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Electric  Heating. 

Electricity  generated  for  heating  or 
for  any  other  purpose  most  be  produced 
at  the  cost  of  the  expenditure  of  some 
other  form  of  energy,  such  as  the  burn¬ 
ing  of  coal  or  the  force  of  falling  water. 
As  the  latter  form  of  j  ower  is  hardly 
available  for  use  in  Ne  w  York,  it  fol¬ 
lows  that  if  electric  heating  is  to  become 
a  commercial  phase  of  life  in  that  city, 
current  will  be  supplied  to  consumers 
from  central  stations  ln  which  coal  Is 
horned  under  the  boilers,  precisely  simi¬ 
lar  to  existing  plants  for  the  supply  of 
light  and  power.  The  conversion  and 
transmission  of  heat  by  this  process  is 
not  economical,  and  current  from  coal 
burning  stations  in  sufficient  quantities 
for  heating  could  only  be  used  by  the 
wealthy,  to  whom  its  convenience  and 
cleanliness  would  commend  itself. 

It  is  apparent,  however,  that  the  “coal 
barons"  would  have  nearly  as  much  to 
say  about  the  supply  of  fuel  to  such  sta¬ 
tions  as  to  individual  consumers  at  pres¬ 
ent,  although  it  is  probable  that  the 
mere  cost  of  coal  and  labor  would  be 
proportionately  reduced  by  the  use  of 
cheaper  grades'of  fuel  and  by  central¬ 
ization.  Doubtless  electric  heating  has 
a  great  future,  but  at  present  it  seems 
to  be  principally  available  in  localities 
where  water  power  can  be  utilized  in 
the  prime  movers. — Chicago  Western 
Electrician.

But — and  here  is 
the  danger  line  —  the  Protestant 
churches  go  on  beyond  where  the 
Catholics  stop.  Nor  is  this  limited 
to  the  Lutheran  Churches ;  are  not 
the  Presbyterians  doing  the  same? 
When  should  the  German  Prasbyter 
ian  Churches  that  are  scattered 
through  ths  land  give  np  German 
and  use  English?  In  cities  it  would 
seem  difficult  ever  to  ds  it,  far  there 
is  a  constantly  increasing  tide  of  new¬ 
comers  to  be  cared  for.  But  in 
places  like  oar  own  town,  how  is  it  ? 
Who  knows?  Is  it  a  fact  that  the 
children  in  this  town,  born  of  German 
parents  attend  only  service*  in  Ger¬ 
man?  Are  their  association*  chiefly 
or  altogether  with  one  another?  Or 
are  they  awwaatisg  with  tbs  children

for  liquor,  but  such  cases  are  rare.  Very 
few  men  will  voluntarily  go  to  jail,  and 
there  are  few  men,  no  matter  bow  de¬ 
graded,  that  do  not  feel  the  disgrace  at 
a  jail  sentence. 

The  habitual  drunkard  haaasocnewhat 
different  experience  in  the  police  court. 
He  is  repeatedly  arrested,  repeatedly 
fined  and  repeatedly  imprisoned.

When  the  few  chief  dignitaries  have 
been  received,  let  other  representative 
people  be  brought  forward  in  groups 
bearing  emblems  or  symbols  which  indi¬ 
cate  their  claims  to  consideration.  L*t 
delegations  of  the  venous  professions 
and  arts,  in  their  appropriate  robes,  uni¬ 
forms  or  traditional  dresses,  be  intro¬ 
duced. 

Let  the  workmen  in  every  craft — the 
workers  in  wood,  iron,  brick,  atone,  the

A  simple  act,  the 
bestowal  of  medals,  wreaths,  flags, 
would  give  point  to  the  assembly.  A 
sentence  from  the  mouth  of  some  high 
official,  a  collect  and  a  daxology  would 
expatm  all  that  language  need  say  on 
tuchan  occasion.— Professor  D.  C  Gil
